STANTON.
The Heselutlens of the Unlon Lengue.

At o meeting of the Union League yesterday
afternoon, the following resolutions were
adopted with refercnce to the death of Ion.
Edwin M, Stanton:— .

Kesolved, That the members of the Union
League of Philadelphia unite with the friends
of the country in the expression ol the profound
sorrow for the death of Edwin M, SBtanton,
which we deplore as o national bereavement.

Resoleed, That we remember with gratitude
the !n'ltlnui and successgful management of the
War Department of the Government by Mr.
Stanton, His fearless disregard of popular pre-
judices, and his firmness and honesty in the
performance of his duties, were us essential as
the army itself to the successful conduct of the
war, and contributed largely to preserve the life
of the nation. We remember and honor him
as a power in the administration of President
Lincoln which no adversity could paralyze,
which withstood the fiercest storms that ex-

ended their fury upon it, and which seemed
Pmm up, as “'a pillar of cloud by day and a pillur
of fire by night,” to confirm and strengthen the
faith of ljm Amerlean people In the great cause
of human lberty, ;

Resolved, That we respectiully tender to the
family of Mr, Stanton onr warmest eympathy in
their afliction, and ask their ncceptunce of these
resolutions as a tribute of ourrespect for his me-
mory ind of our appreciation of those public
services which render his name llustrious in the
history of nutions.

John Bull Dees Not Object 1o Our Annexing
Havil.

A late numbér of the London Times congrato-
lates the United States on the prospective acqul-
gldon by us of the entire island of Haytl, and
draws the following gratfyiog pleture of the
scheme:— .

*A population ten (imes ns numerous as that
now existing, and o trade fifty times as cxten-
give ng that now malntained, could easily be
supported by the sland under a good ndminls-
tratlon. and such an administration the Ameri-
cans, above all other people in the world, ore,
from thelr poeition. their resources, and their
character, competent to supply. Of course it is
not to be disguised that the agquisition of San
Domingo may be but the first step in the way ol
aggrundizement. That the conterminous terri-
tory of Hayti must sooner or later be annexed to
the American Government on the island neads
10 repeating; and that Cuba on one side and
Porto Rico on the other may ultimately pass
under the same rule, 15 ot least not improbable,
In days, however, when the earth ls thought to
be geiting too small for s inhabitants, it ought
to be matter of unqualified satisfaction that one
of its fnirest portions should be redeemed from
desolation and wauste,”

Foreign Items,

—The Arab Insurrection In Mesopotamin s
stlll golng on, thongh by the latest accounts
the Turkish troops had several victorious en-
flgt!mcntl with the insurgents, in which the
atier lost a great number of camelw and horses,
The Turks are well provided with breach-
londers and artiilery, but it appears that the
nomad tribes in the desert between Bagdad
and Damnscus, which are only nomioally sub-
ject to the Sultan, give nctive assietanes to the
Insurgents, who aro thus enabled to rully after
ench defeat. The Governor General, Reschid
Pagba, has accordingly recelved Instructlons
from Constantinople to send an expedition to
Palmyra, in order to cut off the commuunication
between these tribes and the Mesopotamian
Arabs. A military cordon I8 to be eatablished
for this purpose along the Euphrates.

~—They appear to be anearthing a considerabls
number of horrors just now in France. Bosldea
the body of the elder Kinck the corpse of a man
bas bheen discovered st Levallols-Perret with one
leg frightfully mangled, which appears to hiave
been sawn with & hand-saw. I Is also stated in
one of the Paris papers that during the work of
demolition rendered necessary by the constrie-
tion of a new street in the Quartier Saint-Marcel,
a cemetery nsed in the days of the first revolu-
tiou Line been uncovered. Among other human
remains was found a remarkably utiful head
of a woman In a wonderful state of proservation.
The fair halr still adhering to the skull bears the
colfture In (fashion In 1785-4, with twisted and
powdered tresses. There f@ no doubt that the
head belonged to one of the victims of the revo-
lutionary tribunal, but it is a singular circum-
stance that the eyes are covered with a black
frontlet, As no mention is made jo the chrouni-
clea of the tlme of any one among those exe-
cuted belng blindfolded before mounting the
ecaffold, this discovery has much puzzled the
workmen who have been conducting the excava-
tione. Le Reveil says they have scnt the head
to M, Jules Claretie, who has made the customs
and particulars of the revolution his especial
study, on the chance of his being able to solva
the mystery which at present envelopes this ae-
cldental discovery,

—The Moscow (faretle publishes a letterjirom
Parlg, which It recommends in a leading article
to the special attentlon of its readers. This
letter says that eince the interview of Prince
Gortschakoff with yarious political personages
at Baden and Ouchy last summer, the relations
between Russin and the French Government
have been growing mere amicable, ‘*The
Russian Ambassador in Paris was the ob-
{"Iﬂ of peculiar attention on the part of ihe
tmperor, the French Foreign Minister, and the
whole official world: at Coustantinople, the
Empress Engenie recelved General Iguatieff in
the most flattering manner, and expressed a
wish that all the Russian residents in that city
should be presented to her; she manifested the
warmest sympathy for them, and received the
members of the orthodox (Russian) clergy with
rcayn_-cuul attention.” This change In French
policy, the lester proceeds, became more marked
as the time approsched for the opening of the
Suez Canal. ‘“‘France Is at length eonvinced
that it is impossitle to do anything with Turkey,
while there i8 much to be expected of Egypt;"”
she las therefore determined to modify her
Enstern poliey, and, if possible, ‘‘to draw
Austrin  into  the Franco-Russlan under-
standing.” But here, zm?'s the correspondent,
she met with & formidable obstacle in Count
Biemark, who was naturally opposed to an ar-
rangement the consequence of which wonld be
the isolation of Pruesia. The Count did not
lose a moment, but at once sct about “*compro-
mising Austrin in the eyes of Russia and France,"
In Dalmatia and at Constantinople he found
materlals ready to his hand, and he used them
with extraordinary skill. ITe persuaded the
King to éend the Prussinn Crown Prince to
Vienna, to persuade the Emperor, first, 10 go to
Egypt via Constuntinople, thus displeasing
Franee, and then to conclude s treaty with the
Saltan for a reciprocal guarautee of their re-
spective territories aguinst Slavonie insurrec-
Jtmr-'. thereby exposing Austrin 1o a serious dis-
agreement with Russin.  “Count  Bismark's
object,” the correspoudent coneludes, *'is now
partly attained. At this momaont the rolations
between the Courts of Viennn and St Peters-
burg are extremely steained, and a singular
coldness prevails between Austria and Franee,"

—An interesting debate took place in the
Prussinn Parllament on a motion, proposed by
the National Liberal party. for establishing n
gingle civil code for all the Btates of the North
German Confederation. This motion was op-
posed by the Government on the ground thut
stepe are already belng tuken with this object
by the Federal Government, and that the initin-
tive of such a proceeding shonld not come from
a eingle State. Herr Windlorst algo spoke
against the motion, which he held was merely a
move in the direction of centralization. *“Ihe
road from Berlin to Frankfort," he eaid, s
beset with more dangers thun that from Turin to
Florence, There lsmothing to fear from abroad
20 long ne Genernl Moltke llves, and it ls only
the enemics of the Conlederation that can en-
conrage the Government to pursue the proposed
conrse.” Herr von Mallinkrodt, speaking on
the same gide, declarod that if the motlon wore
put into execution there would be an end of the
principle of the sovereignty of princes, and
even of the Prussian Crown itself. He thought
the National Liberals were under a slngular illu-
sion when they spoke of proceeding *‘through
unity to liberty.” They forget that to unite the

HBtates of the Confederation under Prussin
would be simply to make them into s
powerful militury, and therefore absolutist,

Brate, The chief supporters of the motion were
Herren Miqguel, Braun, and Lasker. The former
gnld that the Confederation would lose the right
to exist if its power were nolincreased. ‘It
should be so constructed nsio be capable of re-
velving the nine milllon Germans who are still
ontelde it.”  As to centralization, he considerad
thst it was not dasgerous to liberty. Thers was
no danger of French centrallzation belog intro-
duced Into Germany and Prussin herself was a
decentralized power. Herr Braun also polnted
out the importance of developing the Northern
Bund with a view (o the eventual accession of
the Southern Germans, “We must,” he sald,
“doprive the particularists of all thelr strengih.
If they continue to oppose the will of the nation
and ally themselves with foreigners, we will
form a united Germany in spite of them.” Herr
Lasker closed the discussion by stating on be-
half of his party that they would always strive
fo maintain a llberal system In Germany., ““We
ought not to commit sulcide for fear of death.
As was sald by Count Bismark, the paths of
German policy are now so vh:ur]?' traced that it
is impossible to go wrong."” The motion was
then puesed by a majority of 218 to 116,
